Dut we believe he never failed on that expedition ine 
fequence of his fhip not being in a proper ftate of equip- 
tent when the reft of the fleet put to fea. No other 
notice is taken of him, except that he died captain'6f'the 
Fubbs yacht on the 4th of December 1738 
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ELFORD, William,—was, on the roth of O&ober 
1710, appointed captain of the Hector. He fontinued 
to command this (hip till the of Utrecht, being 
principally employed as @ cruifer, in which fervice he 
met with fome fuccefs. His prizes were, however, more 
to be remembered on account of their number than their 
confequence, the moft confpicuous of them being only a 
privateer, belonging to Bourdeaux, mounting eighteen 

ins, which he captured in the month of February 1712. 

‘is name does not again occur till the year 1720, when 
we find the York, a fourth rate of fixty guns, belonging 
to the fleet ordered for the Baltic under fir John Norris, 
to hate been commanded by a captain Elford, but have 
been unable to fix, with precifion, whether it was the 
identical William Elford, of whom we are now {peaking, 
or his brother captain Matthew Elford, of whom we are 
hereafter to give fome account.

FUZZER, or FURZER, John,—was, on the 16th of 
March 1710, appointed captain of the Shorcham. No 
farther notice is taken of him during the war; but after 
the peace at Utrecht he was made commander of the 
Kinfale frigate, and fent to the Mediterranean, where he 
continued fome time. In 1718 he was appointed captain 
of the Dorfethhire, a third rate of eighty guns, under reare 
admiral Delaval, who,was commander in the third poit dur- 
ing the expedition to the Mediterranean under fir George 
Byng. After his return from that fervite, in which he was 
engaged till thé con¢lufion of the war, he was appointed 
to ghe Hind, and was unhappily drowned, off Guernfey, 
on tH®7th ob December 1721. The thip having ftruck on 
a funken rock, the greater part of the crew moft unfor- 
tunately perifhed with her. 

JERMY, Seth, — had a commiffion as a naval officer. 
before the revolution; and, as far back as the year 1692, 
feryed as fecond, lieutenant of the Northumberland, of 
feventy guns, commanded by captain Cotton. He did 
not, however, obtain the rank of captain ll the 25th aff 
April 1710, when be was appointed to the Antelope, He 
had attained {0 advanced an.age, that in the year 1712 he 
was put on wa pecanaiel lift with a penfon oul 
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the half pay of captain of a fourth rate.. He enjoyed this 
till his death, which happened gn the 3d of'Augult 1724. 
LEY, Andrtw, —was, on the 26th of January 1710, 
appointed to the command of the Bedforl galley. On 
the 23d of December 1712, this gentleman alfo was put 
on the fuperannuated lift with a penfion equivalent to the 
half pay of the captain of a fifth rate; “Phe time of his 
death is unknown. f 
MASTER, Streynfham,—the great-grandfon of fir 
Edward Mafter, of Eaft Langdon, in the county of Kent, 
overnor of Dover caftle, was the only fon*of James 
jafter, of Gray’s Inng efq. and Joice, only daughter of 
fic Chriftopher Turnor, of Milton Earneft, in the county 
of Bedford, knight, one of the barons of the exchequer 
in the reign of Charles the Second. He was born in the 
year 1682, and was originally intended for the law; but 
at the preffing inltance of fir George Byng, who had 
Tharried his eldeft fifter, he. entered into the fea fervice, 
Having regularly paffed through the {everal {ubordinate 
yanks, and acquired a competent and full knowlege of 
every branch of his duty as an officer, he was appointed 
by his honourable relative, fir George Byng, to be mafter 
and commander of the Fame Prizet+. This commiffion 
was dated on the rsth of July 1709; and, onthe 22d of 
March following, 1709-10, he was advanced by fir John 
Norris, to the rank of poft captain, and appointed to the 
Ludlow Caftle. Both thefe appointments were progref- 
fively confirmed By jhe board of admiralty. From the 
manner in which the war was fuffered to languith after 
this time, particularly in the European’ feas, captain 
Mafter had no other opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf 
than all men have who are attentive to their duty. °

VANBRUGH, Philip,—brother to captain Charles 
Vanbrngh, whom we have already noticed, was, on the 
27th of November 1710, appointed captain of the Speed- 
<well, His next commiifion, far as we have been able to

rom the Mediterranean, where he continued till peace 
‘was concluded with Spain, he was, in 1721, appointed to 
command the Breda, a third rate, under rear-admiral 
Hofier, who was to have accompanied fir Charles Wager 
on his expedition to Lifbon, had not the fubmiffion of the. 
Portuguefe rentlered it unneceffary for the armament to 
put to fea. We do not find him in any command after 
thig time till the year 1731, when he was captain of the 
York, of fixty guns, one of fir Charles Wager'’s fleet fent 
to'the Mediterranean in fupport of Don Carlos, and his 
claim under the duke of Parma’s will. In 1734 he was 
captain of the Burford, of feventy guns, one of the fleet 
put under the command of fir John Norsis ; and after he 
quitted that fhip, is not known to have held any naval 
command, In 1739 he was appointed commiffioner of 
the nay refident at Plymouth, and died in that office on 
the 22d of Puly 0753.

BOYLE, Charles,—was, on the 27th of January 1711, 
appointed captain of the Strombolo, We have no ac- 
count of his ever having commanded a two-decked thip 
till the yéar 1720, when he was appointed to the Wor- 
cefler, of fifty guns, one of the fleet ordered for the 
Baltic under the command of fir John Norris. He died 
foon after the fleet had reached the place of its defination, 
on the 28th of June 1720, 

COOPER, Francis,—was, on the 27th of January, 
appointed captain of the Folk{tone. There is a wondes- 
ful fimilitude between the earlier events of this and the 
preceding gentleman's life, for being both appointed to 
the rank of capt on the fame day, we are, equally in 
refpeét to both, unacquainted with any events of their 
Jives for the fame period of time. if 1720 captain 
Cooper commanded the Suffolk, of feventy gums, and 
was employed on the fame fervice with captain Boyle. 
‘The parallel here however ceafes, for captain Cooper 
Survived the expedition, and returned in the following 
year to the fame ftation, captain of the fame thip. We 
do not find any mtntion made of him after that time, 
except that he died on the 27th of January 1733. 

DOUGLASS, or DOUGLAS, Andrew, — We have. 
already given the be(t account we have. been able to Gaile 
of this gentleman*,. His name ocgors in the navy lifts 
as having taken poft in the Arundct on the asth of tance 
ary. his circumftance, as well as his former difmif- 
fion, together with the caufe-of it, have been alveady {tated 
in the place alluded to: ‘hor fhould we have again inferted 
his name were, it not to add fome farther particulars con- 
éerning him, which have come to our knowledge fince 
the former account was printed. He continued captain

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of the Arundel during the war; but the misfortnnes 
which his mifcondu& had before brought on Kim avere 
not fufficient to work a reformation in him. He was 
fined three months pay by the fentence of a court martial, 
held on him in the -rivér Medway, on the 15th of De- 
cember 1712, for ufing improper language, highly unbe- 
coming a commander, to his officers, und Contig fome 
of them to their cabins without having any juft caufe of 
complaint. ‘There is no trace of his having been again 
employed; nor is any mention made of him except that he 
dicd on the 26th of June 1725. 

ELFORD, Matthew,—the brotker of captain William 
Elford, of whom we have before given fome account, was 
appointed captain of the Experiment on the sth of March 
1711. His thip was employed, during the remainder of 
the war, asa cruifer at the entrance of the Channel; and 
in this fervice.he had tolerable fuccefs*. We are under 
confiderable difficulty after this time to difcriminate ber 
tween this gentleman and his brother: this originates, aa 
we have already obferved, in the proper want of diftinc- 
tion between them, in fuch documents as we have been 
able to procure, we fhall not, therefore, take upon us to 
decide which of the two was, during the years 1720 and 
1731, captain of the York, of fixty apne. The name of 
Elford does not again occur in the fervice; but we find 
this gentleman to have died on the zoth of September 


1733. 

HELD, Asthur,—was, on the 22d of O@ober r71ty 
appointed captain of the Ormond. He continued in this 
velfel only till the month of April following, being then 
fucceeded by captain Mafter. No other mention is made 
of himmrill abe year 1718, when he was appointed to"the 
Rupert, of fixty guns, one of the fleetgfent into the Medi- 
terranean under fir G. Byng. He very much diftinguithed 
himfelf in the engagement with the Spanith fleet ; and-had 
the good fortune, allifted by the Montague, captain Be- 
verly, ta capture the Volante, offe of the finaller two- 
decked thips belonging ‘to the enemy. After his return 
from the Raiicacican he was, in 1721, removed into*® 
the Defiance, a hip of the fame force with that he before

On the 7th af March 
1711, he was promoted to the rank of captain, and ap- 
jointed to the Roebuck. No other mention is made of 
im, not even to inform us whether’ he ever afterwards 
obtained any appointment. He died, having to a cer- 
tainty retired from the fervice for many years, in the 
foane of May 1758 








e to be noticed only as having been, 
on the 26th of January 1711, appointed captain ef the 
Folkftone. He is faid, in Mr. Hardy's lift, to. have died 
in England in the year 1736; but every manufeript lift 
‘we have feen is filent concerning him, , 

MABBOT, Thomas, — was, on the 2d of February 
1711, appointed captain of the Mary galley. Towards 
the clofe of the year he was ordered to accompany captain 
Riddle, who commanded the Falmouth, to the coait of 
Gninea. On the 11th of March 1711-12, they fell in 
with two French thips of war, of force infinitely fuperior 
to their own; and_a very (pirited ation took place in 
confequence. The enemy’s thips were fortunate enqugh 
to effect their efcape ; and captain Mabbot,€after“having 
exerted himfelf wih the utmoft gallantry, had the: mif- 
fortune to fall in the encounter, 

MAYNE, Covill,—entered into the navy immediately 
after the revolution, winder the very honowrable protec- 
tion and patronage of that great and gallant man fir . 
Cloudefley Shovel; among whole papers we find the fol- 
lowing letter, {trongly recommending him to the notice of 
Mr. Ruffel, afterwards earl of Orford, who was at that 
time firft commiffioner ef the admiralty. —— 

“ Having 
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* Having had the opportunity to examine the bearer, 
Mr. Covill Mayne, touchipg his qualificatjon to perform 
the duty af a licutenant, I find him to be a very pretty

Notwithftanding this powerful fupport, a fupport his 
fubfequent condutt proved him in every refpect highly 
deferving of, he was not adyanced to the rank of captain 
in the navy till the 11th of May 1711, when he was ap- 
pointed tothe Dolphin. During the long anduninterefting 
period of peace, and languid hoftilities which fucceeded 
the peace of Utrecht, we find no other mention made 
of im except that, int 717, he commanded the Strafford, 
of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent into the Baltic under 
fir George Byng, who left him to continue, for the better 
rote@tion of trade, on ‘that ftation, with the Severn and 
ynn, as long as the weather would permit them, after 
the return of the main body-of the fleet to England. —_! 
In 1718 he commanded the Prince Frederic, on the 
fame ftation as the foregoing, under. fir John Norris, as 
heedidealt under the fame admiral, in the ‘following 
year. efind no mention made of, him after this time 
till the commencement of the war with Spain, in 17397 
he then commanded the Lenox. of feventy guns, one of. 
the fquadron which failed from Spithead, in the month of 
July, under the command of vice-admiral ‘Vernon, who, 
as it is well known, commanded the memiofable expedi- 
tion againft Porto Bello. caret Maybe did pot pro- 
ceed with him to his placetof ultimate deftination, 
was left ‘with the captains Durell and Piste in 
the 'Ketit and Slizabeth, each of eqttit force with his'own 
‘hip, the Lendk, to cruife, for thirty days, off Cape 


Ontugal, 
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Ortugal, in, hopes they would be able to intercept the 
Spamith Azogues thips. 

In this expeAation they were, however, difappointed 
and after having continued on their ftation during the time 
prefcribcd in their inftruCions, returned to England fuc- 
cefslefs, As foon as captain Mayne had properly recruited 
his ftock of water and provifions, he was again ordered 
‘out on a cruife, in company with the Kent, commanded, 
as before, by captain Thomas Durell; and the Orford, 
alfo a third rate of feventy guns, by the Lord Auguftus 
Fitzroy._ His prefent cruife was a much more fuccefsful 
one than his preceding, for the English thips had the good 
fortune to fall in with the Princeif=, a Spanith, fnip of 
war mounting feventy guns, commanded by an officer of 
the higheft eftimation in theenemy’s fervice, who had under 
hima chofen crew of fix hundred and fifty-fouranen. The 
‘Ship itfelf was equal in fize to a Britifh firt rate, and of 
a ftrength more than proportionable, for her fides were of 
fo uncommon a thicknefs, that few of the bal!s penetrated, 
Even thofe which they received from the lower,deck 

ins of the Britith thips, were, generally Speaking, 
lodged while thofe fired from the Spaniard paffed through 
and through. This circumftance, added to the wonderful 
advantage fhe derived from her height out of the water, 
which laid the upper decks of her antagonifts open to her, 
reduced the great apparent fuperiority in numbers and 
force to a mere nonentity. 

Captain Mayne, who being the enior officer acted as 
commodore, got fight of the enemy about nine o'clock in 
the morning. The Spaniard confiding in the ftrength of

Of the 
reafort why this honour was not extended to him we are 
ignorant ; but fhall to remark, that whatever it might, 
be, it cettainly refi no difcredit on captain Mayne 
himfelf, who on this.account, at leaft, was “* a man more 
Sinned againft than finning.” He died on the 2gth of Au- 
guft 1746, having attained an old age, rendered truly 
venerable by a long and honourable fervice. 

PULLEY, Jofeph,®was, on the 28th of O&. r71t, 
appointed captam of the Launcefton. No other mention 
is made of him except that he died in the Mediterranean 
on the 2d°of July 1715, remaining, as it is faid, captain 
of the fhip above-mentioned. 

ROSS, Walter, — was, on the 2d of February 1911, 
appointed captain of the Garland. Nothing farther is 
known of him except that he died in England on the 6th 
of January 1714. 

N.B. It appears rather a matter of doubt, whether 
this gentleman's rank, asa captain in the navy, was con- 
firmed by the admiralty board. His name is notwith- 
ftanding given in all the navy lifts, and on that account 
we have thought it beft to follow their example, particu- 
larly as no obfervation of this kind ismadein them, _ 

OUSE, Auguftus,— is almoft in the fame: predica~ 
ment on the feore of innotoriety with the gentlemen 
jut mentioned. He was_on the 27th of June t7rr, 
‘appointed captain of the Dunkirk, and died on the sth

HOOK, Edmund,—in the year 1711, commanded the 
Jamaica floop, on the Welt India ftation, under commo- 
dore Littleton, He was, on the 36th of November 1723s 
appointed. captain of the Garland. In Hardy's lilt of 
nayal officers he is menfioned.as having taken poft’on the 
24th of June in the above year ; but a note is added, in- 
forming us that he is faid to have obtained that rank on 
the goth of November 1711, exactly twelve months be- 
fore the true date. We do not find any fubfequent men- 
tion made of him till the year 1723, when he was ap- 
pointed to the Dunkirk, a fixty gun thip, ordered to be 
fitted at Plymouth. He was, not long afterwards, pro- 
moted to the Bedford, of feventy guns; and, in 1726, 
ferved in the fleet ordered for the Baltic under fir Charles 
Wager. At his return he was ordered to Portfmouth, 
where his fhip was put out of commiffion and difmantled. 

We do not find him holding any command after this 
time till the year 173, when re commanded the Canter- 
bury of fixty guns, one of the fleet ordered for the Medi- 
terranean under the command of fir.

TEMPLE, John,—was, on the 24th of: March 1712, 
appointed captain of the South Sea Caftle. “He was im= 
mediately ordered to the Weft Indies with the finall 
fquadron fent thither under fir Hovenden Walker. The 
day after they left aa captain Temple had the good 
fortune to capture a French privateer of fourteen guns and 
one hundred men, which fe carried into Lifbon, and, 
afterwards purfued his voyage according to his original 
deftination. The above circumftance, trivial as it was, Was, 
perhaps, as confequential as any that occurred during the 
whole of the expedition. We do not find any other 
mention made of kim, nor is it by any means certain at 
what time, or in what manner he died. In Hardy’s lift 
he is faid to have been killed in England fometime in the 
year 1794: while, in fome manufcript colledtions relative 
t naval officers, he is faid to have died in the yeas pre- 
ceding? “By other perians he is evidently confounded 
with eaptain Dalziel, and is faid*to have fallen in ar

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ARUNDEL, Charles,—with thirty three other gen- 
tlemen, took rarik as poft captains, by a general order, 
from the 1ft day of January 1712-13. We ftate this cir~ 
cumftance merely to avoid the dull repetition of giving 
the fame date to their feveral commiffions, Captain 
Arundel was appointed te the Seahorfe; but no circum- 
ftance relative to him is known, his death excepted, 
which happened on the 8th of Noyember 1723. 

BAK) Ae Hercules, — was the fon of vice-admiral* 
Baker*, of, whom a fhort account has been already given- 
This gentleman was appointed captain of the Seahorfe on 
the fame day the preceding gentleman was, fo that a prior 
command of a few hours only conftituted Mr. Baker his 
fenior in rank. He was, not long afterwardsg removed 
into the Fox frigate, which fhip we find him captain of, 
in the Mediterranean, in the month of O&ober 1715- 
Although there cannot be any doubt of his having ob- 
tained many sppeintenestts fabfequent to that ju men’ 
tioned, yet we do not find any of them fo particularized as 
to warrant our mentioning them.

Sir Edward died at Seaton Delayal, 
of a mortification in his Kg" on March 1, 1756. 
CAYLEY, or CALEY, Tyrwhit, — was appointed 
captatn of the Rofe frigate. So undiftinguifhable were 
the fervices and commands on which this gentleman was 
employed, that we find no mention made of him till the 
year-1741, when he commanded the Lancafter of eighty 
guns. We believe this to have been a guardfhip, as its 
name is not inferted in any of the lines of battle made 
out at that time. On the 7th of May 1745, he was ap- 
jointed a cammiffioner for fick and wounded feamen, and 
for exchanging prifonersof war. On the gth of January * 
1748, he was appointed one of the commiffioners of the 
vitualling office, a ftation he held till the time of his 
de&th, which happened on the 6th of December 1751. 
CAMPBELL, James; or Jothua, — was appointed 
commander of the Squirrel; and, after a very unnoticed 
fervice of fix years, died on the 2d of November 1718, 
being at that time faptain of the Winchefter, or, as 
others fay, the Winchel fea, i 
CAMPBELL, Matthew,—was appointed to a frigate 
called the Dunbar Caftle. No mentign isumade as to what 
Sub feqewwtagommiffions he held, or even whether-he was 
afterwards employed, He died at Lith on the 27th of 
April 1723 
CO) -R; John,—was appointed to the Deal Caftle, 
* and was foon afterwards ordered to the Welt Indies. He 
died there on the 23d of ApM@17%4, {till retaintg the 
gommand of the Deal Caftle. 
DAVERS, Thomas, — was made captain of the Sea. 
ford; after which time his fervices are fo' ynnoticgd that 
-we hear nothing of -him till the year 1734, when he was

pain, in 1739, he was appointed to t folk, alfo a 
hhip of feecs guns, and ent with fir Chaloner Ogle to 
the Weft Indies, on the expedition againft Carthagena, 
He was one of the Srimantais ordered to remain there 
under Mr. Vernon, after the unfortunate failure of the 
above enterprize ; ‘and was left commodore of the thips 
at Jamaica when the vice-admiral failed on the expedition 
againft Cuba, He does not, however, appear to have 
been concerned in any very material or confequential 
fervice.’ Returning to Englasid about the year 1742, he 
‘was, on the 7th of December 1743, promoted to be rear- 
admiral of the red, which was the firft rank he ever held 
as a flag offiter. On the 23d of June 1744, he was ad- 
vanced to be vice-admiral of the white, and was foon after. 
wards appointed commarder-in-chief of a fquadron, con- 
filting of four third rates, of feventy and eighty guris each ; 
five fourth rates, of fixty and fifty; three ffth rates, of 
forty ; befides two bomb-ketches'and other fiall veffels, 
ordered out to Jamaica. 

He failed from St. Heien’s on the 18th of November ; 
but having encountered dreadful weather on his paflage*, 
did not reach Jamaica till the i1th of March. On the 
23d of April following he was farther promoted to be 
vice-admiral of the red, which was the higheft rank he 
ever lived to attain to. Although no opportunity offered 
itfelf to the yice-admiral of ftriking a fignal blow, or 
atchieving any very memorable exploit, yet he highly con~ 
tributed to aitrels the enemy and proteét the commarce of 
Jhis own countrymen, by a very able difpokdermof his 
cruifers, and the geeateft perfonal adtivity jn direCting the 
operatigns of fuch {hipsas he retained under his own-more 
immediate command. He continued thus employed dur- 
ing the remainder of his Jife, dying commander-in-chief, 
at Jamaica, on the 16th & September 1747.

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DAVIS, Richard, —~was appointed captain of thé Maid 
tone. He did not live to attain to any commaitd werth 
commemorating, dying in’ the Downs, ai the 2d of 
Auguft 1718, being at that time captain of the Solebay. 

ENNIS, or DENNET, Thomas. We have to 
take notice of this gentleman only as having been ap- 
pointed captain of the Glafgow. All other particulars,, 
even that of the time of his death, being unknown to us. 

FAIRLEY, George,—was appointed captain of the 
Hind. He was difmiffed from Iris command by the fen. 
tence of a court-martial, held at Chatham on the 17th of 
December 1714, in confequence of dis i lar condué. 
He was afterwards reitored to his ffation in the fervice, 
and allowed to take rank, as a poft captain, from the roth 
of March 1715. He'was, a long time afterwards, made 
captain of hetlawke, which, notwithftanding his having 
been regularly readmitted to his former rank, is feid to 
have been only a floop ef war. He was difmiffed from 
this veffel alfo on the goth of Auguft 1724, probably 
gn account of fome fale mifdemeanour. 

FALKINGHAM, Edward, -—— was, on the 26th of 
February 1712-13, appointed captain of the Weymouth, 
The next ftation in which we have been able to find 
hirfl is in the year 1717, at which time he commanded 
the Dartmouth, one of the Baltic fleet under fir 
George Byng, Immediately after his return from that 
expedition he was promoted to the Orford, of feven' 
guns, and fent to the*Mediterranean, where he very mud! 
adiftinguifhed himfelf undor his former commander, Byng, 
in the memorable encounter with the Spanith floct off 
Cape Palfaro. The Orford and theeGratton, being the 
two befimdaging fhips in the Englith fleet, came up frit 
with the rear of the Spaniards; ang, after having for 
fome time patiently endured the fire of their ftern-chace 

uns, began the aétion by. attacking and clofing with the 
nta Rofa, of fixty-four guns, and the Prince of Afturias, 
of feventy guns. “The forme! k, after a very gallant 
Fefiftance, to the Orford. The naval operations of the 
above fcene of warfare were confined to the cafual de 
frrution pf fome of the few Itraggling thips which efcaped 
gut of the action, and the blockade of others in the ports 
where they hag taken refuge, No particular mention is, 
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made of captain Falkingham during the remainder of the 
expedition ; nor do we again’meet with him in command 
till the year 4723, when he Was appointed to the Prince 
Frederic, of feventy guns, one of fdur thips of the line 
ordered to be equipped at Portfmouth. j 

He continued in the fame command feveral years, having 
in 1726, ferved- under fir Charles Wager, who was fent 
out to the Baltic: and foon after his return from thence 
was ordered out to join the fame commander, who had 
been ipeevioally difpatched with a fquadron to cover and 
protect Gibraltar. It is needlefs' to entes into any par- 
ticular detail of the ogcurrences which took place during’ 
the expedition’ alluded to, more efpecially as captain 
Kalkingham does not appear to have been {pecially en- 
gaged beyond the ordinary and regular routine of fervice. 
‘The Prince Frederic being put out of commiffion imme- 
diately after its return with fir Charles, in the month of 
April 1728, Mr. Falkingham was appointed to the Royal 
Oak, 2 fhip of the fame force with the former. He did 
not long continue in this thip, being, in the following 

ear, promoted to the Princefs Amelia, of eighty guns. 

ic, foon after this time, fo far attracted the notice of fir 
Charles Wager, that, in 1729, he was appointed to com- 
mand the Cornwall, of eighty guns, which was, pitched 
upon by that admiral for his flag fhip. ‘The ficet then 
equipped never went to fea ; and we are ignorant as to 
the length of time he continued to retain the fame com- 
mand: but, in 1731, when a fleet'was ordered for the 
Mediterranean to fettle Don Carlos in his Italian domi- 
nions, he was appointed tothe Namure, of ninety guns, the 
flip on board which his former patron hoifted his flag as 
commander-in-chief. 

‘The commiffiong he held afier the abave time are not 
particularly {pecified ; and the naval tranfactians which 
took place previous to the actual cups with Spain, in 
1739, were fo uninterefting, that we have little occafion ta 
complain of the deficieucy. ~ We do not find him engaged 
in the fervice, after the commencement of the war, except 
«as captain * of the Elizabeth, a third rate, and of the Royal, 
George, a firft rate, which he commanded during the

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latter end of the year 1740, and p confiderable part of the 
enfuing ; but from the circumftance of the enemy Having 
no ficet at fea, he had no oppartunity of diftinguithing 
himfelf:-indeed there was but little opportunity, or time, 
for his receiving any more aétive employment, as, 
yon the roth of December 1742, he was apres com- 
miffioner of the navy refident at Port Mahon, a then 
newly created office, rendered temporarily neceflary on 
account of the repairs, and other affiftance in the civil line 
of fervice, wanted by the hips employed on that ftation. 
In 1745 he returned to England, on being promoted 
commillioner-refident of the yards ef Woolwich and 
Deptford. | In the following year he quitted that employ- 
ment, ands was made an extra commiffioner of the navy. 
“This office he held till the month of February 1755, and 
{as then advanced to be comptroller ; but having attained 
an advanced age, and being in rather a weak debilitated 
ftate, he retired, in the month of November following, on 
a penfion of 6001, a year. He enjoyed this honourable 
jahinnoby of his former meritorious fervice till his death, 

which happened on the 18th of September 1757. 
GARLINGTON, Thomas, — was, on the rit of Ja~ 
nuary, 1 rh 2-13, appointed captain of the Triten’s Prize. 
‘The firft mention we find made of him, as captain of a 
thip of the line, was in the year 1720, when he com- 
manded the Dorfetthire, of eighty guns, under rear-admiral 
Hopfon. He held the fame ftation during the following 
year; both in that and tife preceding having been employed 
in the Baltic. We find no notice taken of him after 
the above time till 1734, when he commanded the 
Princefs Caroline, of eighty guns, one’ df the fleet equip. 
p2d and<pwmgyinder the orders of fir John Norris, but 
which did not go to fea till the following year. We are 
unacquainted ‘with his having held a command after the 
above time; and, indeed, of any other particulars relative 
to him, except that, during a fhort part of the year 1740, 
he commanded the Chichelter, of eigfity guns, one of the 
figet which was ordered to cruife in the Channel under fir 
John Norris, but which was fo frequently. compelled to 
ut back by contrary winds, as tu become almoft prover- 
ial, He died in England on the 14th of December 1 1436 
GRAVES, Thomas,—was, on the fame day with the 
preceding gentleman, appointed cither to the Dunwich or 
‘Dunkirk, 
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Dunkirk, a confufion arifing, molt probably from fome 
miftake in the manufcript lifts which have been preferved, 
His feverab appointments were for many years of fo un- 
diftinguifhed a’nature, that we find no mention whatever 
made of him till the beginning of the year 1728, when 
he was made captait: of the Affiftance, a fourth rate of fifty 
guns. He continued in this thip till the year 1732, but 
does not appear to have been engaged in any fervice of the 
fmalleft confequence. Lediard afferts the Affiftance was 
one-of the fhips employed in the expedition to the Medi- 
terranean under fir Charles Wager, in 1731, for the pur- 

fe of putting theeInfant Don Carlos in poffeffion of his 
Frallan toiittons bequeathed him by the duke, of Parma. 
In this inftance he is however miftaken, the Affiftance, as 
well 2s many other veffels, given as part of the armament 
in his account of the expedition alluded to, not having 
proceeded on it, 

Tn 1734 he was prometed to the Swallow, of fixty grins, 
and ordered to join the flect affembled, under fir John 
Norris, at Spithead. Soon after the aétual commence- 
ment of the war with Spain, in 1739, he was appointed 
captain of the Norfolk, of eighty guns, that fhip beiny 
ordered to join® the fleet fitting for the expedition again! 
Carthagena. He diftinguithed himfelf very much in the 
attack of the forts St. Jago and St. Philip: and on the 
failure of that expedition, returned to England with Mr, 
Leftock. After this time he appears to have retired from 
the fervice, no mention being made of his having been 
appointed to any other fhip. On the rsth of July 1747, 
he was-promoted to the rank of a rear-admiral, and put 
on the fuperannuated lift; by which he became entitled 
to the half-pa of 17s. 6d. per day, during:iuc. He died 
‘on the rift of Deesmibes 1755. 

GRCEME, or GRAHAM, William,—was appointed 
captain of the Surprize, a frigate taken from-the enemy 
in the preceding war. This js the only reafon we 
have to make mention of here, for we do not tind him 
holding any fubfequent command. He died in England 
on the oth of January 1717, 

HA! ‘K, William,—was, at the fame time with 
the preceding gentleman,, advanced to the rank of poft

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captain, and appainted to the Port Mahon frigate. In 
1718 we find fe Gacanae of the Dreadnought, of 
fixty guns, ong of-the fleet (ent into the Mediterranean, 
under fir George Emig He seated himfelf with the 
greateft credit in the action with the Spanith fleet, but is, 
not otherwife mentioned in the courfe of the expedition. 
Tn the year 1723 he was made captain of the Nottingham, 
of fixty guns, a {hip we believe to have been {tationed as a 
guardhip till the year 1726, when captain Haddock was 
ordered to the Weft Indies with vice-admiral Hofier. 
He there unhappily fell among the firft victims to that 
inhofpitable climate, which at that aime pisved fo re~ 
markably-deftrudtive to. inactive bravery. He died at the

*ARWOOD, Rohert,—— was made captain of the 
Biddeford. No other notice whatever is taken of him as 
a naval officer; nor have we been able to collect any 
particulars.concerning him, except that he died in England 
on, the $thof pony 1747+ 

HERDMAN, Mungo,—is nearly in the fame predica> 
ment; he was appointed captain of the Blandford: but we 
know nothing, farther concerning him, except that he is 
faid to have been killed, on the 8th of March 1727, by a 
fall from his horfe, he being at that time captain of the 
Rofe. A private memorandum we have met with con~ 
cerning this gentleman, informs us that he died in the 
month of Marsch 1726, being then commander of the 
Hampthire. But this account we believe to be totally 
erroneous.

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HUME, Francis*,—was, on the 24th of July ryt, 
Appointed captain of the Triton’s Prize.. In 1718 he 
commanded the Scarborough, a {mall frigate employed on 
the Weit India ftation, where he had the good fortune to 
tapture a very ftout pirate fhip, mounting eighteen 
guns, which had long infefted thofe feas; an ation, 
efpecially-in the time of peace, which more petealicly 
deferves recording from the great {carcity of events whic! 
arife, conte fuch a period, within the limits of our 
accounts. In the ycar 1723 he was appointed captain of 
the Bedford, 2 third rate of feventy guns, ordered to be 
equipped at Portfntouth. He does not appear,to have 
retained this command for any contiderable length of time ; 
nor have we any fubfequent information, except that, on 
account of fome private difcontent, the caufe of which 
we are totally ignorant of, he put a period to his own 
exiftence by fhooting himfelf. This melancholy event 
Happened in Scotland on the 8th of February 1753. 
TONES, Arthur,—was another of the many officers 
promoted to the rank of poft captains on the rft of Janu- 
ary 1712-13. He was appointed to the Lizard.’ He 
never appears to have been invefted with dny command 
more confequential than that of a frigate, or to have been 
employed on any memorable fervicc. He died at Rar- 
badoes on the 23d of April 1731, being at that‘time com- 
mander of the Phoenix. : 
LLOYD, William, — was appointed captain of the 
Dunkirk Prize. This gentleman, as well asthe former, 
never had any higher command than that of a frigate. 
He was unfortunately drowned, at Harwich, on the 12th 
af May 1723, his boat overfetting with him when going 
on hoard the Hawke floop of war. itil 
MARWOOD,, Thomas,—was appointed to the Grey= 
hound. He continued almoft conftantly employed as

MIDDLETON, Sir Hugh,—was the great-grandfon 
of fit Hugh Middleton * of London, baronet, fo created 
on the 22d of O&ober 1662. The title appears to have 
defcended to him through fir Wilkam Middleton, the 
third {Sn of fir Hugh, whom we take to have been the 
prandfather of the gentleman whom we are about to give 
{ame account of. * 

Hlaving?ebteted into the navy at an early age, he was, 
after pafling through the feveral fubordinate ranks, ap- 
poisited captain of the Medway's Prize; and afterwards 
progreffively commanded feveral frigates, in particular 
bre Laweltofe, of thirty-two guns, in the year 1717, one 
of the thips ordered for the Baltic under the-command of 
fir George Byng. Not having paid that attention to the 
orders he received from the board of admiralty at the time 
he commanded the Pearl, he was brought to a court- 
martial on the 6th of Odtober 1727, and fentenced to be 
difmiffed the fervice ‘* for mifbehaviour and negle& of

Edward,—was appointed captain of the Fox 
frigate. He was difmiffed the fervice, but in what year,

OBRIEN, Chriftopher,—of Ennyftemmon, ‘otherwife 
Newhall, in the county of Clare, efq. ‘was a collateral de- 
fceridant from the very ancient and honourable Irith 
flock, whence the earls of Inchiguin and Thomond have 
derived their origin *. He was appointed captain of the 
Succefs ftorefhip, on the rth of April 1713. In the 
following year he is faid to have gone over to Ruffiay where 
he entered into the fervice of the Czar, who rectived him 
with the greatelt attention, and almoft immediately era- 
ated him a rear-admiral. He returned, indeed, to 
England in a few years; not improbably on account of 
the frequent indications of a suptare between the courts 
of Molcow and London. :

On the 15th of July 1747, he was put on the fuperannu- 
ated lift with the rank’ and half pay of a rear-admiral; a 
comfortable and hopourable retirement, which he enjoyed 
tit! his death, on the 28th of December 1757.

vour it. Captain Saunderfon was appointed*to the Pere 

rine yacht ; and having, after the demife of-queen Anne, 
Fed the honour of attending king George the Firft to 
England, on his firft arrival from Hanover after his accef- 
fion to the crown, was knighted by that monarch, at 
Gravefend, under the royal ftandard, before he landed. 
‘This is the only occafion on which he appears in the cha~ 
saGer of a naval officer; for quitting that line of fervice 
immediately after receiving the above honour, he was 
appointed gentleman-ufher of the blittk rod; and, on the 
1gth of Jyly 1720, was created « baronet. 

He married, firft, Drury, one of the daughters and 
coheirs of fir William Wray, of Afhby, in the county of 
Lincoln, baronet, by whom he had feveral children;
